Indictments Against White 'Settlers 


For Murder. 


Oct. 31.—The settlers in 


Jackson's Hole, Mon., who murdered a 
number of Baunock Indians, now sKinrt in 
a- fair way to be brought to trial. Under a 
treaty eutered into by the Uuited States 
with the Bannocks, they are granted the 
rights to hunt, on the reservation. This 
right w;is given in lieu o£ an annuity 
which tho government otherwise would 
have to pay. 


Subiscqucntly tho legislature of Montana 


passed a game law prohibiting hunting in 
tho. territory between certain dates. As 
the Bannock Indians' reservation is wholly 
withiu Montana, the state authorities con- 
strued tho hunting privileges, accorded to 
Tho Baunocks by treaty, to be a conflict 
with the state laws.

Slates decided that tlie treaty rights of the 
Bannock Indians were superior to tho 
state laws regarding bunting, as the hunt- 
ing laws had been enacted after the treaty 
had been entered into. The state author- 
ities were then called upon to punish Tho 
intruders on the reservation, and to arrest 
and convict the murderers of tbe Indians. 


The question of jurisdiction between iho 


federal authorities and the state officials 
now arose. The state authorities, sym- 
pathizing- with 
the 
whito 
intruders^ 


showed no disposition to move against the 
murderers. 
Attorney General Harmou 


therefore directed the United States dis- 
trict attorney for Montana to proceed in 
the matter. 


Carefully Investigated. 


Doubt was'expressed as to his right to 


do that which the state authorities should 
dn, but had shown no disposition to do; 
but after an exhaustive examination of. 
the laws certain statutes were found under 
Trhich proceedings were begun. 


These proceedings had to be conducted in 


the most quiet manner, or else it was be- 
lieved they would prove fruitless. Tho 
United States district attorney was in- 
structed to inquire into tho personnel of 
tlie grand jury, and to summon, quier.lv 
witnesses before it, that information 
might be procured. 


It was feared that, if the grand jury was 


awnro of the contemplated action of the 
government, influences might be brought 
to b=ar upon it to prevent indictments be- 
ing returned, as the entire white popula- 
tion were in sympathy with the murderers 
and opposed to tho Indians. 


Witnesses, it was feared, would' be 


spirited away, and thus there would be 
no evidence to lay before the grand jury. 
Evtn.after the indictments were found, it 
was believed that efforts would be made to j 
spirit away tlie alleged perpetrators of the 
murders, and thus prevent arrests being 
made. 


All these 
reasons induced Attorney 


General Harmon to proceed with great 
caution and secrecy.

During his legislative terms he has secured 
every available contract in Lowtsll and 
vicinity, lie has at present the greater 
part of the work on the Lowell court 
house; he has a large contract comprising 
the greater part of tha work of erecting 
tho Slate Normal school; he has. another 
contract underway for an addition to the 
County Truant school. 
These contracts 


serve only to show Mr. Foss's Ingenuity in 
using his influence as Senator to benefit 
himself. 
We know the contracts that he 


has on hand, because they are of a semi- 
public character; but we do not know 
whether Mr. Foss has been benefited by 
the corporations, such as the Bell Tele- 
phone company that he has supported in 
the state legislature. 


Hon. George Fred Williams 
in 
his 


speech at .Huntington ball, exposed the 
workings of the lobby. He showed very 
forcibly how senators and representatives 
are bought and bribed" by corporations. 
Although there is no direct proof against 
Mr. Foss, it places him under a very grave 
suspicion to be regarded as the supporter 
of measures for the enactment of which as 
much as 830,000 was distributed in the 
legislature. 


It is usual to Bpeak of the labor record 


of senators and representatives. It might 
be sxipposed by some, that Mr. Foss, not 
being in sympathy with the laboring peo- 
ple, has no labor record; but this is a mis- 
take. He has a labor record, aiid one 
that the voters of this city should consider 
very seriously. 


Mr. Foss has always taken a decided 


stand upon labor questions, but always on 
the unpopular side. He has been the stead- 
fast opponent of every labor measure that 
catne before him iu the legislature. 


One might expect that an official seek- 


ing a continuance of legislative honors 
would modify his policy, but Mr. Foss has 
evidently not seen any necessity to change 
his course upon labor matters. It is un- 
derstood that labor 
organizations 
at 


various times sought from him a state- 
ment as to his position upon certain labor 
measures, but he never committed himself 
in the slightest degree. This, of course,is 
only what might be expected from a re- 
publican; because that is the party of the 
corporations and the monopolies that en- 
deavor at all times to oppress labor: 


The contrast between Mr. Foss and 


Mr. Pearson is a striking one, 
Mr. Pear- 


son has always been a man of the people; 
he has never had any selfish motive. Al- 
though a candidate for alderman in this 
city some years ago, he never found it 
necessary to appeal to corporations for 
support. A staunch democrat, a nephew 
of Gen. Butler, he is made of thu right 
stuff. 
As a candidate, he would rather bo 


defeated, than take any unfair or corrupt 
method of securing election. 


As a candidate for alderman he was ex- 


haustively catechised by the Central Labor 
Union, and gave satisfactory answers to 
the interrogatories. But yesterday he re- 
ceived 11 communication from theSpinners'. 
Union,.asking his position with regard 
to the fifty-four hour bill. 


Had the spinners been acquainted with 


Mr. Pearson, they would have known that 
iia would support every such measure of 
his own free will, in conformity with his 
well known sympathies. • 


As senator he would be attentive to his 


duties, he would protect the interests of 
the people; he would not directly or indi- 
rectly oppose any sect on account of re- 
ligion; he would not be so burdened with 
building contracts that he would be ab- 
sent on more than two-thirds the divi- 
sions. 


Between two such men. it should bo 


very rasy to decide. 
If you want to elect 


;he better man; a man who will credita- 
ily, honestly and unselfishly represent tho 
district, you should vote for Fisher H. 
Pearson.

Indictments Against White Settlors 


For Murder. 


WASIIISOTOX, Oct. 81.—The settlors la 


Jackson's Hole, MOD,, who murdered a 
number of JSnnnoek Indians, now stand in 
a fair way to be brought to trial.. Under a 
treaty entered into by tho United States 
with the Bannocks, they are granted the 
rlsrhts to hunt on tho reservation. This 
right was given in lieu of an annuity 
which tho government otherwise would 
havo to pay. 


Subsequently tho legislature of Montana 


passed a jjaino law prohibiting hunting iu 
the territory between certain dates. . As 
the Bannock Indians' reservation is wholly 
within Montana, tho state authorities con- 
strued thu hunting privileges, accorded to 
tho Bannocks by treaty, to be a conUioS 
with tho state laws. 


The attorney general of tho United 


States decided that the treaty rights of tho 
Bannock Indians wero superior to tho 
stutu laws regarding hunting, as the hunt- 
ing laws had been enacted after tho treaty 
had been entered into. The stato .author- 
ities were then called upon to punish tho 
intruders on the reservation, and to 'arrest 
and convict the murderers of tho Indians. 


The question of jurisdiction between tlio 


federal authorities and tho state officials 
now arose. The stato authorities, sym- 
pathizing with the white 
intruders, 


showed no disposition to move against the 
murderers. 
Attorney General Harmon 


therefore directed tho United States dis- 
trict attorney for Montana to proceed in 
thu matter.
